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SHERMAN'S. SCHEME 


OR THE PURPOSE OF COMPROMIS- 
ING ON SILVER. 


The President's Refusal toGive His Reasons for the 
Removal of Officers—Senator Brown on His 
Way Home—An Attack on Garland and 
Lamar- Washington Gossip, Etc. 


WW \-HINGTON, January 29.—[Special.}] —Sen- 
ator Sherman’s silver bill, which provides for 
suspending the coinage of silver, but a contin- 
nance of the purchase of bullion at the present 
rate, and the issue of silver certificates, does 
not appear to please either the advocates of 
silver nor the monometalists. Mr. Sherman 
hoped to frame a compromise which would 
solve the dispute as to the currency, 
but his elfort will meet the fate of most com- 
promises, in that it will please nobod. The 
silver men regard it as a confession on the 
pat of their opponents, of the utter impossi- 
bility of any legislation inimical to silver, and 
are, therefore, more determined than ever to 
press the advantage they have in congress. Mr. 
Sherman will make an exhaustive speech, 
setting forth the merits of his bill, and is said 
to have hopes that it may be agreed to. 

Now, that the line is fairly drawn 
between the senate and the president, 
on right of that body to inquire into the rea- 
sons for executive appointments, the war may 
be began at any time. Some republican sena- 
tors are in favor of blocking all confirmations, 
and thus trying to force the president to 
terms, but this course is opposed by their most 
influential and most prudent leaders, who 
know that the president cannot be driven. 
The probabilities are that no considerable op- 
position on the line proposed can be organized 
and maintained. 

The New York Sun has today a double lead, 
ed editorial declaring that the telephone scan- 
dal is a disgrace to the administration, and 
that both Garland and Lamar should resign at 
once. 

Several republicans on the judiciary comuiit- 
tee. including Ranney and Hepburn, have 
prepared a report adverse to Hammond's bill 
to pay the Trezevant claim. They propose 
to antagonize this bill with one 
to refund to all the states the money 
collected as direct land tax during the war. 
but they will hardly succeed in defeating its 
passage. 

Mr.. Hammond has been trying to induce 
the secretary of war to consent to the employ* 
ment of labor by the day in the construction 
of the barracks at Atlanta, so as to give the 
local mechanics a chance at the work. The 
secretary has informed him, however, that 
all government work must be done by con- 
tract, and the law will not permit him to make 
an exception in this instance. |

THE DEBATE ON DAKOTA. 


tilkFor Its Admission into the Union-- 
Mr. Vest Makes a Lively Speech. 

WASHINGTON, January 29.—Inthe senate 
tuday Mr. Walthall presented the credentials 
of the re-election of Hon. J. Z. (reorge, United 
States sepator from Missiasippi. The creden- 
tials were read and filed. 

Mr. Ingalls, from the committee on judiciary, 
reported favorably a bill relieving from polit- 
iu! disabilities George S. Storro, of the state 
otf Texas, and on Mr. Ingalls’s motion the bill 
Wiis assed. 

SHYSTERS SCORED BY MR. CALL. 

Amoug the bills introduced was one by Mr. 
Call.at the request, he said, of the governor of 
Florida, to authorize the secretary of the 
treasury to settle and pay the claim of the 
state of Florida, on account of, expenditures 
made in suppressing Indian hostilities. In in- 
troducing the bill, Mr. Call said that a similar 
bill had been before the forty-eighth congress, 
but, at the request of the then governor of 
Florida, was allowed to remain unacted on, 
because a Washington claim agent, named 
Wailes, claimed -commissions amounting to 
$60,000 for “services” in connection with it. 
As the amount of cash allowed by congress was 
only $2,000, there would be but little of the 
moncy left after paying the commission. Mr. 
Call regarded it asa reficction upon the mem- 
bers of the senate and the house, that the 
money should be paid or contracted to be paid 
for services never rendered, in connection with 
legislation, while the soldiers who had render- 
ed bard service to the state, and the widows

~ and orphans of such soldiers, went unpaid and 
unprovided for. 


Under any circumstances ly 
regarded it as a public scandal that a vast sum 
of money should be paid to lawyers, or preten- 
ded lawyers, or agents, for votes to be given 
in congress. The idea of paying $62,000 out 
of the state claim of $92,000, should receive 
public condemnation, and Mr. Call desired, 
from his place in the senate, to give public ex- 
pression to this opinion. There were no ser- 
vices to be rendered, Mr. Call said, in con- 
nection with such bill. The question involved 
was one well settled by the history of the 
country, and the legislation on it was nothing 
new. He believed, however, thatthe govern- 
ment of the United States should pay interest 
on the claim of the state. 

Mr. Platt submitted a resolution for refer- 
ence to the committee on rules, and it was so 
referred, providing that executive nomina- 
tions sha]! hereafter be considered in open 
sessicn. 

THE DAKOTA BILL. 

At 2 o'clock Mr. Vest took the floor on the 
Dakota bill, speeking in opposition to the Har- 
rison bill. 

He disclaimed any hostility, personal or 
political, to the people of Dakota, and claimed 
himself a western man, proud of the western 
country and its magnificent development. He 
desired to look at the question involved in the 
Dakota proposition, from the standpoint of 
elevated statesmanship, and not of a partisan 
bias. In noacrimonious spirit he retorted on 
the republicans that never had they failed to 
takeadvantage of party feeling and bias in 
putting through their measures. He (Vest,) 
was a democrat. and proud of the fact. 
Without regard to _ politics, however, 
on this question, he would be 
a coward if he did not 
stand where he now stood. He asked why re- 

ated reference had been made in the debate 

y republicans to party feeling. Why had 

reference been made tothe fact that the people 
of Dakota were largely composed of union sol- 
diers, and that the fact might account for their 
restiveness in their present political condition. 
Mr. Vest could show, and would show, before 
he got through, that many brave ex-union vet- 
erans, who had been shot and shelled and sabre 
struck, and he honored them for it, who were 
now residing in Dakota, were earnestly op- 
posed to the measure reported from the senate 
ccmmittee on territories, But he denied the right 
of any man to peculiar privileges in 
this country, because of having fought unde+ 
one flag, because of having espoused any cause, 
because of having done his duty to his princi- 
ples and convietionsas he understood them. 
Justice should be done to all men. Why thrust 
hefore the people, in all their. financial, social 
and religious relations, the dead issues of a 
dead strife, when our country, as we had so 
“te heard the other day, was now being

est read from a wspaper an edi- 


torial, which said that: “Enough one armed 
and one legged union veterans are in Dakota 
to whip a whole brigade of traitorous skunks 
like Vest and Butler flaughter} and you bet 
your boots they can do it any day, right here 
on the open plains of the free soil of Dakota, 
and without resorting to bushwhacking or 
kukluxing either. If they, don't believe it, 
allthey have to do to test the loyalty of 
Dakota is to fire on Sumter.” 

§i‘Permit me,” said Mr. Vest, “to put at rest 
any apprehension on the part of the Dakota 
editor, so far as the inauguration of another 
revolution is concerned. Speaking for myself, 
so faras I am concerned, Fort Sumter shal! 
rest in placid tranquility for the balance of 
my natural life at least. The admission of no 
twenty states would ever induce me to appeal 
again to the arbitrament of arms, which this 
Dakota editor seems so anxious to invoke.” 
Mr. Vest severely animadverted upon the 
course pursued by south Dakota in this matter 
of itsproposed admission as a state. He sent 
to the desk and had theclerk read several ed- 
itorial articles from the Dakota newspapers, 
insisting that there was no law to forbid the 
people from governing themselves. One such 
article inquires, “Shall the scarred veterans 
who put dewn the rebellion now submit to 
rebels? Wesay a thousand times no! You 
haveonce conquered the rebels with guns in 
their hands. You will again conquer rebels 
in congress having votesin their hands.” Mr. 
Vest insisted that congress was the only power 
that could say when the states should come 
into the union. If the ordinance of 1877 ( which 
provides that new states should be admitted 
when the population of 60,000 should be 
reached) was the only authority on the ques- 
tion, the debate would close at once. Mr. 
Vest denied that that ordinance was now in 
force, and read from the decisions of the 
Unitcd States supreme court to show that that 
ordinance ceased to exist on the adoption of 
the federal constitution in 175). Any othe: 
view would forever put an end to any discre- 
tion in congress as to the admission of new 
statss.- Mr. Vest took the broad 
ground that no ordinance er _ treaty 
whatever could hamper or bind congress in the 
matter of so fundamental a character as this. 
If itcould, then one congress could forever 
bind future congresses. We could tear to 
pieces any ordinance or treaty that should pre- 
tend to put such shackles on the cougress of 
the United States. Congress was the trustee 
of all the people of allthe states. It was for 
copgress always to say whether it was best to 
increase the number of states, and whether the 
circumstances by which we were surrounded 
warranted such increase. Alluding to the 
partisan references of the other side, Mr. Vest 
said he might pertinently inquire what politi- 
cal party was to be benefited by this 
Cwsarean operation by which Dakota was 
cut in two for political reasous? Would 
it not add to the republican forces and 
perhaps give the preponderance to those forces 
Ina natiopal contest? “The great question 
once was,” said Mr. Vest, “how rapidly to get 
new states into the union. Lverybody then 
wanted to push the frontier away from their 
own borders, because the frontier meant the 
scalping knife and the tomahawk. But what 
was our present. condition’ Our population, 
development and resources had exceeded the 
imagination of the poets. The admission of 
two new members into the senate of the Unit- 
ed States, as soon as any fraction of territory 
could show the same numberof inhabitants 
that were now claimed for South Dakota, 
would soon swell the senate tothe size of the 
house of representatives, and such admissions 
would be unjust to the older and much 
more thickly populated states,” 
Mr. Vest compared the position 
assumcd by Dakota wiih that of Montana, to 
show that the latter territory had acted in a 
respectful and constitutional manner, though 
he, said he, should be com- 
pelled to vote against the 
aCmission of Montana till it had a population 
at jeast «qual to the unit of representation ,;inu 
the lower house of congress. Dakota had not 
evinced proper respect for the supreme court 
of the United States. The people bad.entered 
into a conspiracy to nullify the decision of that 
court in regard to the territorial bonded in 
debtedness. By the vote on the constitution 
now presented, Mr. Vest continued, 160,000 
persons residing in north Dakota were dis- 
franchised, and had not taken part in the elec- 
tion. He ridiculed the republican pretensions 
as to the anxiety pervading the people of Da- 
koia on the question of admission. One 
would think, he said, that even the babies of 
Dakota were crying for sdmission. [lLaugh- 
ter.] The manipulators of the movement had 
tried to bring every issue to bear in their sup- 
port—even the prohibition issue. “Cut off 
whisky from aman-on the plains.” said Mr. 
Vest, “and vou take from him all that makes 
life eudurable.” The speaker related an inci-

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THE HOUSE ON CLAIMS. 


of C. M. Briggs Raises a De- 


bate. 

WASHINGTON, January 20.—After a few pri 
vate measures had been reported by commit- 
tees; the house, at 12:20, went into committce 
ofthe whole. (Mr. Hatch of Missouri, in the 
chair.) on the private calander 

The first measure on the calendar was Mr. 
McMillin’s bill providing for the payment of 
the “Fourth of July” claims. 

Mr, Geddes, of Ohio, explained that the bill 
comprised 42 claims, distributed among 
clevem states and one territory, and called 
for the expenditure of $229,000, 

After a short debate the bill was laid aside 
for favorable report. <A long discussion - arose 
over the next bill referring to the court of 
claims for adjudication the claim of the per- 
sonal representatives of C. M. Brigzs,deceased, 
for the proceeds of captured cotton, now In the 
treasury. 

An amendment was adopted directing the 
court to inquire into the loyalty of C. M. 
Briggs,and of the person from whom‘he obtain- 
ed title. 

Mr. Gibson, of West Virginia, suggested the 
propriety of amending the bill so as to require 
the courtto determine whether the cotton 

rew on loyal ground, was picked by loyal 
Louth and was itself loyal. 

The committee then rose and reported 
both bills to the house, when they 
were parsed. The house then, at 3:10. took a 
recess until 7:30, the evening session to be for 
the consideration of pension bills. 

MR. CRISP SPEAKS, 

In the course of the evening session, Mr. 
Crisp, of Georgia, madea strong speech against 
the policy of increasing the rate of pensions, 
and in opposition to the repeal of the limita- 
tion On the arrears of pensions act. He 
quoted from statistics to show if the proposed 
legislation were to prevail, the treasury would 
be left ina bankrupt condition, and asserted 
that one-third of all the union soldiers en- 
listed in the late war were applicants for pen- 
sions, which, if granted, would cost, though 
no increase were made in the rate, the enor- 

tus sum of $15,000,000 a year. It did not 
appear from this that the republics were un- 
grateful. it had been estimated that if

the repeal law was passed, it woald 
take from the treasury $302,836,200, of which 
sum there would be an immediate payment of 
$547,000,000. This would run up the pension 
appropriations for 1886, if not another name 
was placed on the rolls, to one hundred @ 
sixty million dollars. No government had 
rightto take fromthe peoplein taxati 
dollar more than was absolutely necessary to 
the economical administration of the govern- 
ment, and to provide liberally for the support 
of its maimed soldiers. Was there never to be 
a reduction of taxation? Were thé expendi- 
tures always to come upto, and even exceed 
the receipts which were now obtamed from 
exorbitant taxation? The people he represent- 
ed did not seek to avoid any just 
burdens that were put upon them by a reason 
of their participating in the blessings of this 
government. They willingly contributed even 
of their poverty to whatever was,uecessary for 
the grandeur and glory of the country. * They 
were willing to pay whatever was mecessary to 
act in good faith and liberally with the sol- 
diers; but he submitted that it was hardly 
right to ask them to go farther than that. All 
he invoked at the hands of the house was that 
the same care and the same scrutiny, the same 
principles of economy that actuated it in every 
other appropriation, should be applied to the 
consideration of the pension bills. He would 
not be parsimonious. He would be just and 
liberal, but he did think there ought to be 
some stopping place.

WASHINGTON, January 2%.—Comptroller 
Durham has just finished the investigation of 
the accounts of the court of commissioners of 
Alabama claims, covering a period from April

editems amounting to $22,560 forthe same 
reason that he stopped payment of the war- 
rants for items ofsimilar character in August 
last, to wit: That they were not warranted by 
Jaw. Hebhas, however, allowed the accounts 
of Gibson Bros. for printing done for the courts. 
The printers’ union preferred charges against 
this tirm of overcharges and fraudulent meas- 
urement. The comptroller reports that there 
was no written contract between the court and 
Gibson Bros., but the work wss done under 
verbal contract, the obligations of which were 
fully complied with by the firm.

Fhe Compromise Which is to be Accepted 
by Rach Side. 

CoLrumBvus, O., January 29.—The joint senate 
yet at 10a. m., and without transacting any 
ibnsiness, adjourned, according to agreement 
Letween the two factions, until tomorrow 
morning. The proposition of the conference 
ccmmmittee, which bas in charge the arrange- 
ment of compromise measures, was submitted 
to the democratic caucus this morning and 
was ratified. It has-also been agreed to by 
the republican caucus, The proposition 
is thata special committee of six members of 
equal number politically,shall make an investi- 
cation of the Hamilton county contest cases, 
and report the specific findings to the senate. 
The conference committee resumed business 
at 10:30 a.m. They expect to have something 
further to report to the respective caucuses by 
‘vening. Thefight in committee now will 
he on one of the main issues, which is the 
rules, which shall prevail in the contest cases. 
and whether in disposing of the report to be 
made the investigating committee three of 
the Hamilten county members _ shall 
have the privilege of voting on the fourth. 
The differences are so great between the sides 
on this point that it may resultin killing all 
compromise measures which have been pro- 
pesed. 

The conferenoe committee of the senate re- 
mained in session throughout the day, and en- 
gaged in the discussion of differences, but were 
unable to agree on anything more than the 
appointment of a special committee of gix for 
the purpose of taking evidence in the contest 
cases. The points at issue now are the rules, 
and whether the cases shall be considered 
separately, and each of the four Hamilten 
county members be allowed to vote upon the 
preliminary and final questions which may 
come up in the contest. After the committee 
has made its report to the senate, the confer- 
ence committee appointed a suabscommittee 
and adjourned,

A CAROLINA FEUD. 


MIDNIGHT VISITS AND SHOTGUNS 
FOR SEVERAL. 


The Gray and the Boen Families, of Anderson 
County, Furnish Sensations for the Commu- 
nity—The Parties Arrested, but Break 
Loose Again—News of Interest. 


SENECA, 8. C., January 29,.—[Special.]— 
There has been an old feud between the Gray 
and Boen families in Henderson county for 
some time. Old Mr. W. J. Boen’s house has 
heen shot into several times, and once a small 
coffin was left at his house and letters were 
written him toleave or he would be killed. 
Last week a negro living on Gray’s farm cursed 
and grossly insulted old Mr. Boen’s wife. A 
eccmpany of men determined to hunt down the 
negro and deal with him as he deserved. 
They did net find the negro, but insulted Gray 
and shot into his house, ete. The next day 
young Aleck Boen, son of old Mr. W. J. Boen, 
and a frien@ were going along the road near 
Gray's houge, when (Gray and another man 
both levelled doubled-barrelled shotguns at 
Aleck Boen and told him they intended to 
shoot him for what he did the night before. 
Boen's friend stepped in and kept them from 
shooting him and convinced Cray that Aleck 
Boen was not one of the men who was at 
Gray's house the night before. Aleck Boen 
went to Anderson and took out warrants for 
these men and they were arrested and brought 
to Anderson. While in Anderson they raised 
arow with Aleck Boen,and Boen knocked 
Gray down, and Gray’s friend coming up to 
he!p Gray, Boen pointed a pistol at them and 
told them he would shoot the first man who 
came toward him. Boen was then arrested by 
the police and was fined by the mayor. Both 
sides have their attorneys, but bad blood stil! 
runs high.» Attempts are being made to com- 
promise the eases, but it may yet end badly. 


TRAGEDY IN TEXAS. 


A Sheriff; and Deputy Sheriff Kill Four 
Men, 

DALLAS?/Texas January 29.—Detective Jack 
Duncan agd Deputy Sheriff Seely, of Free- 
stone cougty, surrendered themselves to 
Sheriff Su@th last night, stating that they 
killed several men in self-defense four miles 
from the | city. The circumstances of the 
killing ware subsequently related as follows 
at the jajl: Seely and Duncan left Dallas 
Wednesday with a warrant for the arrest of 
Jesse Bowmer. of Navarre county, on the 
charge of Rorse theft. They arrived at his 
house in the evening, and entered without 
drawing itheir arms, not expecting to 
encounter;resistance, but they had not gone 
beyond the sill before three of the inmates 
opencd fire. Lonner and one or two 
unknown tMen had revolyers, and the other a 
doubie-bagreled shotgun. The officers drew 
their revojvers, at which Bonner seized Dun- 
can’s pistol hand with his left hand, and held 
it up, at the same time leveling his weapon at 
luncan’s face, and firing, but without effect. 
A moment later Bonner had tripped over and 
thrown the detective to the floor. at which 
Deputy Sheriif Seely. who stood only three 
feet from Duncan, shot Bonner in the right 
side, laying him low. Just then the light 
went out, but the shooting went on in the 
darkness, both sides taking aim by the 
flashes from their opponent’s weapons. 
Duncan, before rising, shot one 
of the unknown men, who stood 
over bim, and in the course of the battle a 
women velled: 

“My child is killed! Oh, my child !” 

The firing did not cease until the last round 
of ammunition was exhausted, and the crowd 
retreated. Neither Duncan nor Deputy Sheriff 
Secly could tell whatthe result of the fight 
was, as being without ammunition they deem- 
edit best to make their escape as rapidly as 
possible. Sheriff Smith started forthe scene 
of the fight last night to investigate the matter 
but has not returned.

Before daylight the body of Mr. Jesse Hol- 
combe was found by his family hanging to a 
tree pear his house. The family lived about 
three miles from this place; they say that he 
had for some time past expressed a wish to 
die, and threatened to take his own life upon 
several occasions. But upon the night previ- 
ous to his death he expressed himself, as feel- 
ing better than for some time past. When he 
arose he and his son went out to attend to the 
stock : his son was attending to the oxen, and 
he walked a hundred yards from his house 
to feed some hogs. This was _ before 
daylight. Inthecourse of halfan hour break- 
fast was announced, and the family assembled 
around the table, but the father was nowhere 
to be found, and his son was sent to call him, 
which he did, but could receive no response. 
He then returned to the house and all ate 
breakfast, after which a search was commenced 
for the father. Ina few moments the lifeless 
body was found dangling from the branches of 
atiee. A coroner's jury was summoned and 
an inquest held, and after thoroughly investi- 
gating the affair they rendered a verdict that 
the deceased came to his death by hanging at 
Mr. Holcombe was about 65 
years of age and leaves several children to 
mourn his death.

A Town Greatly Excited Over a Sensational 
Suicide. 

BUCHANAN, Mich., January 29.—The resi- 
dents of this city were greatly excited last 
night over thesensational suicide of P. Cox, 
a mechanic about thirty years old. He was a 
cousin of Charles Clowes, who killed himself 
and mistress in a Chicago bagnio a week ago.

Yesterday he went intoa hardware 
store, and asked to be shown some revolvers. 
The proprietor declined to exhibit the 
weapons. Mr. Cox entered anoth- 
er store. No undue mental disturb- 
ance was indicated by his demeanor. 
He was shown several revolvers. He selected 
ope and cartridges to fit. These he deliber- 
ately adjusted in the chamber. “Gentlemen,” 
he said, turning to five or six men in the store, 
“TI wish to say good-bye,” and the thoroughly 
frightened spectators advanced to prevent the 
suicide. “Stand back!” he exclaimed, brand- 
isbing the weapon, “I don’t want to die a mur- 
derer, but you must not attempt to interfere.” 
The men retreated, Placing the pistol to his 
forebead, he added: “Say good-bye toall my 
friends,” and pulled the trigger. These were 
the last words he uttered. e bullet entered 
his brain and death ensued almost instantly.

BERLIN, January 20.—The disenssion of the 
Polish expulsions was continued in the lower 
house of the landtag%this evening. The Polish 
members denied that the Poles were trytng to 
eliminate the German element trom eastern 
Prussia, although they confessed that a hope 
was entertained of the restoration ofthe Polish 
kingdom. Herr VoniPutlkames, minister of the 
interior, replied thatany effort to obtain the 
re-establishment of the Polish kingdom would 
constitute an act of treason. ‘The government, 
he said. did not wish to hamper the Poles in 
regard to their religion or their language, but 
it felt compelled to put an end to the danger- 
ous agitation and enormous development of 
olandism in l’osen, Silesia and other parts of 
eastern Russia. Prince Lismarck emphati- 
cally reiterated that the restoration of the 
kingdom of Poland would never he effected 
by constitutional means. The house then 
adjourned.

ision of the Railroad Commissionin Reference 
tothe Agreement of the Members of the 
Scuthnern Railway and Steamship 
Associatior. 


We print herewith perhaps the most impor- 
tant dec’sion that has been made by the rail- 
road cc wmission since it was established. 

A jurge number of people have held that it 

was pot only witbin the power, but that it was 
the duty of the railroad commission to prevent 
pool ng between the roads doing business 
within the state of Georgia. The matter was 
brought before the commission formally by 
Me-sis. John N. Dunn and Aaron Haas, act- 
ing for the chamber of commerce of the city 
cf Atlanta, who prayed that the commission 
would crder the contract of the Southern 
Railwoy and Steamship assocaition to be 
sent to the commission, and declared null and 
void, and contrary to the lawsand the con- 
stitution of the state. This is the contract 
under which all southern business of the lines 
scuth cf the Ohio and‘Potomac, andeast ofthe 
Mississippi river is pooled. 

The matter was at first argued on the 6th of 
August, 1585, Governor Smith then being a 
member of the commission. Messrs. Mynatt & 
Iilowe!l appeared for the petitioners, and (en- 
eral Lawton, Hon. Joseph B. Cummings, Hop- 
kins & Glenn and Chisholm and l’rwin appear- 
ed for the railroad companies. The matter 
was argucd fully, but no decision was rendered, 
it being held we believe that it would hardly 
be proper to make a decision while legislation 
in reference to the commission was pend- 
ing before the legislature. On November 4th 
Judge A.S. Erwin having in the meantime 
been appointed commissioner, the argument 
was heard again, the same parties appearing 
for petitioners and for the railroads. The de- 
cision was rendered yesterday, and is printed 
entire, and from authorized copy below it will 
be scen thatthe decision expresses the views 
of Commissioners Erwin and Tramme!l, and 
that Ccummissioner Wallace dissents. The po- 
sition taken inthe decision is that the matter 
isteyond the jurisdiction of the commission. 
The constitutional right of the railroads to 
pool theirbusiness is not passed upon: 

The chamber of commerce of Atlanta pre- 
sented a petition to this commission, in 
which it is alleged that there cxistsin the state of 
Gecrgia an association of railway companies kiiown 
as the southern railway and steamship association; 
that al! the railroads companies in this state be- 
long to said association, and thatthe chief object 
of said asseciation is to inake and enforce from 
iime to time contracts fora division of their earn- 
jugs, thatin commercial and railroad parlance 

hese Contracts are called pooling their earnings: 
that petitioner is advised that this practice of pool 
ing their earnings by the railroads is in violation 
Of aiticie 4, sec. 2, par. 4 of the constitution of this 


state, an! ofthe policy of the state as declared by 


the courts. and that such contracts are void under 
the pemagrap of the constitu L to; that 
the act of the general assembly offfis state of 


Isv7?, in section 8S of said act, places all 
such contracts between railroad companies 
in this state absolutely at the disposal af this com 
missic2: that the rates fixed by said association and 
now being enforced in Georgia are not only void 
under the constitution and laws, but they most un- 
justiy and injuriously discriminate against the 
principal business centers of Georgia; that to in- 
stance one of the many evils arising from the 
pooling contracts of said association it allows to 
the merchauts of Nashville, Tenn., what is known 
as the rebilling privilege, thedirect effect of which 
is an tpiust discrimination against every city in 
Georgia: that the railroads of this state are parties 
tothis contract, and are continually being used to 
carry cut its pnrposes. 

The prayer of the petition is, that the commis- 
sion take this matter into consideration, thatthe 
proper parties in interest be brought before the 
comnbiission, that the actings and doings of allthe 
various railroad companies in Georgia in 
the matter of dividing their earnings and 
preventing competition under any form 
of contract may be inquired into 
to the end that the commission may pass such or- 


_ ders, and take such action as will eaforce the laws 


of the land and protect the rights of the people. 

The railroad companies of the state were fur- 
nished with a copy of this petition and cited to ap- 

pear and answer the same before the Ccommission- 
ers ov the 6th day of August, 188).-A number of the 
ccmpanies appeared by their counsei and demur- 
red to the petition on the following gronnds 

il. Because the petition does not set forth any 
cause of complaint against them or either of them, 
for a violation of the rules and reguiations pro- 
vided and prescribed by the commissioners where- 
by any wrong or injury was done to the petitioners. 

2. Because the coutract referred toin said }oti- 
tion, whereby the Southern steamshipand railway 
association exists and does business, is a contract 
in reference to interstate commerce over which the 

commi:sion has no jurisdiction. 

+. Decause the allegations of the petition are so 
genere|l, vague and uncertain that the companies 
are not informed as to what facts they are called 
upon to answer. 

The question was argued by counselon both sides 
on’ August, 1885, but no decision was pronounced. 
it was atterwards most ably and elaborately argued 
before the commission, as at present composed, on 
the 4th day of November Is». 

As the petition in the case failed to disclose ex 
cept in very general terms the provision of the cou 
tract between the companies composing the South 
ern raiivay and steamship association, the com- 
mission Ceemed it proper to direct thatal] contracts 
of the character described in the petition be seat 
in that they might examine the same before mak- 
ing a cecision. Under this order the contract ot 
said ass(ciation was produced and we have care- 
fully examined it 

urports to be an agreement between ce. 
railroad and steamship and = steam- 
companies, including a number = of 
railroad companies of Georgia. and 

‘cites, that whereas the establishment and main- 

nance of tariffs of uniform rates, and the preve: 
tion of unjust discrimination, such as arises fr 

irreeniar and fluctuating rates which inevita- 

v eticnd the separate and independant action of 
transportation lines, is important for the protec- 
tion of the public; and whereas it is deemed to be 
tothe mutual advantage of the public andthe 
transportation companies that business in which 
they havea common interest, should be so ¢on- 
ducted astosecure a proper correlation of rates 
such as will protect the interests of competing mar- 
kets without unjust discrimination in fayorofor 
#gainst any city or section; and whereas, these 
objects can be attained only by co-operation on 
the part of the various transportation lines engag- 
ed in thetraffie of the territory south of the Po- 
tomac end Ohio rivers, and east of the Mississippi 
river. Now, therefore, in order to secure such ¢o- 
Operation among said transportation lines, by pro- 
viding meansfor the prompt adjustment of the 
differences which may arise ‘between them, 
by placing all of their traflic common to two or 
more companies under the control of officers joint- 
ly elected; by the general conduct of the same un- 
der well defined rules and regulations, and by a 
just and equitable division of business, snch as 
will {naturully ensue from the maintance of 
rates, or by actual apportionment, it is mutually 
agréed as follows, etc: 

Then follow the several clauses of the agree- 
ment. Much of the contract is devoted to pre- 
scribing the details of the, organization, providing 
the machinery for carrying out the purposes and 
objects of the association, the election of a presi- 
dent, a general commissioner, a secretary, three 
arbitraiors and an auditor, the ay -ointment of ccr- 
tain cc mmittees, the duties of th: + several officers 
and committees, the method of ising funds to 
meetthe expenses of the associ: ms and many 
other similar provisions, not 1-"‘casary for our 
present purpose to be set outin full. We shall di- 
rectthe entire agreement to be attached to this 
decisiou and printed in our next 
semi-arpual report to the governor. 
The contract provides thatthe executive committee 
shall have jurisdiction over all matters relating to 
the joint traffic, but shall act only by unanimous 
consent of allits members, that all the business 
frem or to local stations of the roals compos- 
ing the system is local businessto the controlling 
System. All business from ortoa meeting point 
of two or more roads is joint traffic. Inthe event 
of a failure to agree, the question at issue is to be 
decided by the board of arbitration, but this shall 
not be construed to give the executive committee 
or the general commissioner any control over the 
local business of any Company, even though such 
local business ey of necessity pass through points 
at which the traffic is divided by apportionment. 

It provides further, that forthe mutual protec- 
tion of the various interests, and for the purpose of 
Fecuring the greatest amount of net revenue to al! 
the com panies partiesto the agreement, that what 
are termed western lines shall protect the revenue 
derived from transportation of what are 
known as eastern lines, so far as can be done 
by the exaction of local rates; and the eastern 
lines Shall in like manner protect the revenues of 
the western lines. 

It is further agreed that the general commission- 
€r shal] take charge of the Green Line car reports 
ond claims and appoint such crerks and claim 
agents es may be necessary, and charge up tlie ex- 
pense tothe roads interested in the Green Line 
business on an equitable basis—managing the bus- 

iness for the benefit and at the cost of the compa- 
ntes interested.

It is further provided. that the auditor shall have 
charge of the clearing house, and shall keep ful! 
end accurate accounts of all the joint traffic. He 
shall keep a ledger account with the general com- 
Missioner and each member . of he a 
sociation from which he shall furnish each 
coiInpany a statement of their account monthly, 
Showing the debits and credits to them at each 
point at which business is apportioned, and a gen- 
eral balance sheet shall be drawn off monthly, and 
copies furnished to the executive committee and 
to the general ccmmissioner, who shall cause set- 
tiements of palances to be made promptly, dis- 
tributing the funds deposited to his credit for this 
pur} ose, and drawing drafts on debtor companies 
for balances due in excess of their deposits, which 
draits shall be duly honored, notwithstanding 
crrors or omissions, if there be any, which must be 
adjusted in subsequent settlements, 

It is provided further, that when al! the parties 
interested in the joint traffic at any point are will- 
ing to maintain rates without an apportionment of 
the business, no apportionment shall be required: 
but if any of the initial roads insist upon An ap- 
portionment the question shall be referred tothe 
boerd of abitration to determine whether or not 
such apportiopment shail be made; provided noth- 
ing herein contained sha!! be construed to require 
an apportionment between Nashville and Chatta- 
nocga aud points south, or of Atlanta business 
going west. This shall not affect the present agree- 
ment pooling cotton at Atlanta. 

On all business apportioned on the basis of reve- 
nue there shal! be ht ducted as an initial charge 
and deposited to the credit of the general commis 
sioner by the company which receives the freight, 
anamount equivalentto twenty per cent of the 
revenue to be divided, such deposits to be made in 
such bank or banks as the general gommissioner 
shall designate, subject tohis order. The amount 
so deposited shal) be credited by the auditor to the 
companies or lines by whom they are contributed, 
end shall constitute a fund which shall be applied 
atthe cxpiration ofthe month during which the 
seme has been deposited to the payment of any 
balances due by such companies. But after a set- 
tlement of such balances, ifthere be any remainder 
it shall be returned to the company to whom it be 
longs. 

The auditor shal] be furnished with copies of all 
manifests issued by the companies, members of the 
asseciation for freighis which are shipped from or 
destined to yoints at which the business is di- 
viced by apportionment, such copies, to be for- 
warded at the time the shipments to which they 
apperlain are made, and abstracts of all such mani- 
fests shal) be furnished to the auditor atthe expira- 
tion of each month. The tonnage books of every 
company in the association shall be open at all 
times to the inspection of the auditor, or such 
egents as he may from time totime appoint, for the 
purpose of enabling him to get a complete record 
of all freights shipped to or from points at which 
bisiness is divided by apportionment. 

In apportioning business, cotton and any other 
freight which it may be practical to divide in kind 
shail he so divided, and not by allotment of reve- 
nue. Each company shall be required to carry its 
allotted portion as vearly as possible; but settle- 
ments must be made monthy forany excesscarried, 
except when otherwise specially agreed between 
the parties interested; provided that no penalty 
Shall be imposed upon a company or line which 
calries an excess for the benefit of any company or 
line that refuses, or wilfully negiects, to carry iis 
a! 'otted proportion. 

All divisiofs by an apportionment of tonage or- 
revenue shall constitute aspecial agreement be- 
tween the noes a se er lines terminatins at, 

} assing through the point at which the apporti 
ment is made. and the terms of such yY 
ment shall be adjusted with reference to 
eumstances of cach case between the partie 
arbitration if they cannot agree. The companies to 
Which the allotments are made shali deterimine fhe 
sul divisions thereof, and shall 1 ‘SspousSible for 
the settlement for all balances for 
them. Companies or lines whi 
shall be allowed twenty (20) pe: e re\ 
Lue for transporting thesame. The wetua!l cost: of 
compressing not to be considered as revenue. 

It is further provided, That the excentive com- 
mittee shall organize such asystem for the rendi- 
tion of tonage and revenue reports of the joint 
traffic throughout the territory covered by the asso 
ciation, as shall enable the genera! commissioner 
to be at all tinres fully in 
informed of the movements there 
of, and the observance of rates established therefor, 
in order that he may detect promptly any violation 
of rates, and meee oe several companies or lines 
informed as to whether they are in excess or deticit, 
at such frequent intervals as may be necessary to 
effect a distribution of the business in accordance 
with the agreed division thereof, and thus prevent 
the accumulation of business in excess of the de- 
posits made to secure the same. 

When by reason of any actual difference in the 
rate or premium for insurance against marine risks, 
any line is at a disadvantage incompeting with any 
other water,or combined rail or water line, such in 
equality may be obviated by an arrangement with 
the insurance companies, indiyidually or collective- 
ly, by which the transportation lines can assume or 
pay the difference between the premium or rate of 
insurance by their own line and that by the lines ot 
their competitors, and thus secure to shippers the 
samejpremium or rate of insurance by all ane. In 
case of ee pon ye between all rail linesand water 
or combined rail and water lines; the latter may as- 
sume the whole of the premiums or rates for 
insurance against marine risks, and bills of lading 
to this effect may be issued. It is, however, dis- 
tinctly understood and agreed that no reduction of 
the established tariff rates, rebates or considera 
tions of any kind shall be given oroffered to influ 
ence shippers or to secure their preference for any 
road or line. 

It is further provided in the agreement that 
members of the association shall not enter into 
any tdigreements relative to joint traffic covered by 
this contract with transportation companies not 
members of the association, except with the ap- 
proval of the executive committee or the general 
commissioner, andin accordance with the rules 
and regulations of the association, ete. 

Members of the association are forbidden to re- 
duce the rates made vy the ratecommittee on the 
plea that they are violated by others, or because of 
any violation of agreements, or because of 
the action of any outside line. All such 
violations shall be reported to the general 
commissioner, whose duty it shall be to check such 
violations if possible, and in case he cannot do 80, 
he shall call the executive. committee together, 
who shall use-their influence to have such offend 
ing member or members conform to the agreement 
and rules, 

Divisions or allotments of business shall be to the 
end of the fiscal association year, and thereatte 

niila new allotment is made. 

‘the executive committee shall have author ty to 
make from time to time such rulesand regulations, 
not inconsistent with this agreement as may be 
necessary to secure a sysiematic conduct of the 
affairs oi the association, and attain the objects for 
Which it is formed. 

Ve have thus transcribed, almost literally, so 
much of this voluminous agreement as seeins to 
bearin apy way on the complaint made in the 
petition, and the question to be decided is, has this 
Cc mmission jurisdiction to entertain the case 
race by tbe chamber of commerce and 
prayer of their petition.

ized such interference, it 
that extent unconstitutional 
We are not prepared to hold 
act on cur prt invoked by the petitioners 
would be an attempt to regulate interstate com- 
merce, but in the view we take of our duties under 
the act referred to, wedo not deem it necessary to 
decide that question. ; 

We donot conceive that we are anthorized to 
pronounce this act or any part of it 
unconstitutional. The constitution of the State de- 
clares that all laws in violation of that constitution 
or the constitution of the United States are voie 
and the judiciary sball so declare them. Thiscom- 
mission isnot the proper tribunal to de:ermine 
such a question. It isnota branch of the judi- 
ciaiy of the state. Itisan agency created by the 
legislature to perform certain duties which by the 
Strict language ofthe constitution was devolved 
npon the legislature itself, but which it wouid be 
inconvenient if not wholly impracticable for that 
body to perform, and the courts have, therefore, 
held that the creation ofsuch agency to perform 
these duties was proper and legal. See 70th Ga. 
reports, page 6%, and decision of Mr. Justice 
Woods in the Tilley case, in United States circuit 
court at Savannah. 

For one purpose, however, we are at liberty to 
consider a constitutional objection to an act, Viz:

It is claimed by the able counsel forthe chamber 
of commerce that we bave jurisdiction to grant the 
prayer of the petition under the clause of the con- 
stitution last quoted relating .to contracts defeat- 
ing, or lessening compe ition and‘encouraging mon- 
opoly, and under section 8 of the act of 1879 before 
referredto. Theeighth section of that aet is as 
follows: “That all contracts and agreements. be- 
tween railioad companies doing business in'this 
stale as to rates of freight and passenger tariffs 
shall besubmitted to said commissioners for inspec 
tion and correction, that it may be seen whether 
or not they are a_  “vyiolation of lay or 
of the' provisions of the constitution or of this 
act,orof the rules and regulations of said coim- 
missioners; and all arrangements and agreements 
whatever as to the division of earnings of any 
kind by competing railroad companies doing busi- 
bess in this state, shall be submitted to said com- 
missioners for inspection and approval, ines far 
as they effect rules and regulations made by said 
CCm missioners to secure to a)l persops doing: busi- 
ness with said companies just and reasonable rates 
of freight and passenger tariffs; and said conmmnis- 
sioners May make such rules and regulations as to 
such contracts or agreements a8 anay be then 
deemed necessary and proper, and amy such agree- 
ments not approved by such commigsioners, or by 
virtue of which rates shall be charged exceeding 
the rates fixed for freight and passéngers shal! be 
deemed, held and taken to be vdélations of act 
four, section two, paragraph four of: the comstitu- 
tion, and shall be illegal and void. 

We do not think that the duty of 
enforcing the clause of the eonsti- 
tution last quoted, except in so far as the 
contracts or agreements mentioned § therein 
violate the general purposes and etjeets ef the act 
of 1879, and the paragrapn of the Coustitution rst 
quoted, under which the commission. was estab- 
lished, has been confided to us. - Bhose’ objects 
and purposes are notto suppress contracts which 
ray lessencompetition or encourage monopoly, 
but to regulate freightand passenger tarifts, pre- 
vent unjust discrimination and prohibit other than 
just and reasonable rates being charged. Our own 
supreme court say, ‘‘The object of ‘the consitu- 
ticnal provision (referring to paragraph 1 section 
2 article 4,)andthe legislative é¢nactment (refer- 
ing to the act of 1579) was to give proper protection 
to the citizen against unjust rates for the transpor- 
taiion of freights and passengers ovet the railroads 
ofthe state, and to prevent unjust discriminations 
even though the rates might be just. Georgia rail- 
read vs, railroad commissioners pp. 607-3. [70th QGa. 
rey OTT. 

Let us look for a moment tothe title 

7 I is entitled

discrimination, or exacted other than just 
ard reasonable rates for freight and passengers. 

ltecurring therefore to the rule before laid down 
in respect to our duty lo consider a constitutional 
obiccuon in construing the act, we ought not, if 
the construction be doudtfnl, adopt the one in 
ixfed on by counse! for the petitioners. 

but let us refer tothe preambleto the art ard 
ascertain whether any lghtis thrown on the ob- 
ect of the legislature, and what provision oj the 
eer stitution that body considered it was carrying 
out by the enactment ofthe law in question. 

This isthe preamble: ‘Whereas, it is made the 
duty of the gencral assembly in art.

al denccourage monopoly, and that it is onr duty to 
eutcrce that provision of the constitgtion, then 
there would he no such power as the act evideutly 
intended there should be to oppose such contracts. 
We would be compelled to disapprove them and 
order them to be submitted only to anm them, 

Neitber the petition nor the contract complained 
of show a case where discrimination is practiged 
or unreasonable rates cbarged. It will scarcely be 
denied that the rates charged by the companies 
composing this association on freight brought into 
or carried without the stute are less than ‘thiose 
fixed by the commission, and the charges for pas- 
sengers fares are not greater than those allowed. 

It is indeed stated in very general terms that the 
raies of the association are void under fhe cotsti- 
tution, but it is not meant that the rates are greater 
than those we have fixed, but that they aze void 
under that clause of the constitution already so 
often referred to, because they defeat or Jessen 
ccmpetition, etc. We have already disposed of 
that point. The petition also charges that the rates 
of the assoclation operate to discriminate against 
the mercantile interests of the principal business 
centers of Georgia, and against every. city in 
Georgia; but it appears that the discrimination 
alleged is in favor of Nashville, in the state 
of Tennessee. It is quite clear that this 
is a matter over which we can exercise BO confrol. 
We have no more authority to interfere to prevent 
discrimination in favor of Nashville, than: we have 
to interfere to prevent discrimination against Nash- 
ville. No wore than we would have to interpose to 
prevent discrimination for or agaiust Chicago, St. 
Louis or San Francisco. mt 

When the constitution and the act suse the 
term discrimination, they nean discrimipavie, in 
favor of o1.¢ point in Georgia against anpiher point 
in Georgia. 

The act establishing the railroad°eommission is 
th.e charter of our powers. It preseribes the limits 
of our authority, and we cannot transcend those 
limits In the language of the commission in the 
case of Hitt we must not assume torexercise powers 
withheld from us by law. Every. power that the 
act confers on us wil!, when the oc¢astot: arises, be 
fearlessly exercised, and every dut?'R @fijeins will 
'e faithiilly and impartially performed; and every

e able the great objects and purposes, for, which 
the commission was established. 

We are not called on toexpress any opinion as to 
whether the contract we huve been discussing does 
or does ot violate the provision of the constitution 
in respect to competition and monopoly. .Wyesim- 
ply decide that we have po jurisdiction @ygr, the 
contracts on those points, and if there be a Wong, 
weare not authorized to redress it. .

A New Class of Swindlers. 

The exposure of Ferdinand Ward's scheme 
of swindling seems to have given an impetus 
to the peculiar frauds in which the young 
Napoleon of finance distinguished himself. 

Ward’s game was to induce credulons 
people to entrust him with their money for 
investment, with the promise of large and 
speedy returns. The rascal -would make 
his depositors large payments monthly or 
quarterly, pretending that they were the 
profits of the investments, when in- point of 
fact they came out of the original principal, 


lor course this plan- -ecencige later resuits 
in a smash-up. It cannot be-avoided. 

- Recently thé female swindlers of the conn- 
try have very generally the Ward 
system Of speculation. A late case in New 
York shows how it works. Miss Caroline 
Metcalf, who is described as a pretty, trimly 
built brunetteof twenty-five, with anknown 
antecedents, boarded at a fashionable board- 
ing house until she won the confidence of 
all the ladies. She frequently spoke of her 
great success in stock speculations, saying 
that Jay Gould and other money. kings gave 
her points. She dressed so well and dis: 
played so»much money that Mrs. Eads, an 
invalid boarder, gave her $100 and begged 
her to invest it for her. In afew days Miss 
Metcalf returned the lady $12.50 as profits. 
Mis. Eads was so delighted that she let the 
charming young speculator have sums ef 
money amounting in all to $2,000. Other 
‘‘profits’’ were paid to Mrs. Eads and all 
moved along well until a gentleman in the 
house made inwuiries and reported that Miss 
Metcalf was not known at any of the brokers 
oflices. Mrs. Eads at once demanded her 
money, and as it was not forthcoming had 
the pretty swindler locked up. 

The singular part of the business is that 
the prisoner does not. appear conscious of 
having committed affy crime. She claims 
that she did not deal directly with the 
brokers, but through a friend. Who the 
friend was she refuses to tell. She pursues 
the same line of defense adopted by other 
rogues of this class, and seems perfectly 
unconcerned. There are a dozen such cases 
now pending in the courts of New York, 
Philadelphia and Boston, and the whole 
trouble appears to be a too faithful imitation 
of the methods of Ferdinand Ward. Few 
will sympathize with the dupes of these 
swindlers. When people reach out for fab- 
ulous and illegitimate profits they should 
be prepared to ake | what comes. 


The G er man Tyrant. 

lf candor isa virtue, then P rince Bismarck 
isa virtuous man. This is shown in the re- 
markable speech he made before the Prus- 
sian landtag on the expulsion of the Poles 
from Germany, a synopsis of which has al- 
ready appeared in our news columus. The 
edict of expulsion, which this fla’)by-eyed 
tyrant tried to excuse and explain, is one of 
the most cruel and inhuman that could pos- 
sibly he conceived of by a civilizec ruler. It 
isanedict that has made a prof :nd im- 
pression in Europe, where the elements of 
humanity and personaltiberty have made 
some progress in spite of the repressive pro- 
gramme oi royalty. 

The crime of the Poles in Germany is that 
they are imbued witha love of liberty. They 
even went so far as to act as the accomplices 
of the opposition in the German parliament, 
and have thus proved themselves to be ‘a 

teady annoyance’ to German tyranny. 
Hence, they must go. They ‘have some 
hopes and aspirations that would eventually 
prove fatal tothe rule of such men as bis- 
marck. Hence, they must, in the interest 
of the most atrocious form of tyranny, be 
compelled to leave theirhomes. What a 
travesty on civilization and humanity is the 
speech of Bismarck! It is a that 
ought to have a most tremendous intiuence 
in unifying those who believe in liberty and 
self-government. 

The money exacted from the Germau peo- 
ple by the Bismarck dynasty is to be em- 
ployed in purchasing the real estate oflered 
for sale in Prussian Poland, and those wi» 
have no real estate are to be driven in exile. 
It is a very pretty programme, and it will 
he snecessful, for Bismarck has all the pow- 
a great government to back him, but 
the day will come, and that right speedily, 
when the German people will be too intelli- 
gent and too patriotic to submit to such ty- 
ranny as that which is imposed on them by 
an absolate monarchy. Under the present 
regime, even the tamily rights of the Ger- 
mans are dictated by the government. ‘Mie 
(;enmans are to be prohibited from marrying 
Poles. Such dictation as this overleaps all 
barriers. and demolishes all individual 
rights, 

If the principle which Bismarck announces 
in the Prussian landtag were to be carried 
out in Great Britain, the Irish would be-ex- 
pelled from Treland, and the island coloniz- 
ed by Englishmen. The same principle 
would have exiled every southern man afte 
the war and turned this section over to 
borthern colonists armed with land 
sidies, 

The higher classes among the (;ermans are 
very intelligent, and the fact that they 
should submit to such tyranny as that which 
[nsmarck dishes out for them, is one of the 
marvels of modern times.

Irom the Sublime to the Ridiculous. 

A few days ago the plucky attitude of 
Greece commanded the admiration of the 
world. When Lord Salisbury warned her 
not to oppose Bulgaria, the Greek minister 
replied that his country would fight to the 
bitter end. 

This sounded like an echo trom the Greece 
of Leonidas and Thermopylie.  lerhaps 
there was a touch of turgid rhetoric in the 
language of the Greek statesman, but it 
was pardonable in a countryman of Epam- 
inondas and Miltiades. 

For a few days the diplomatic circles of 
Europe looked on in astonishment. The 
military resources of Greece are inconsider- 
able. She cannot put more than 80,000 or 
at the most 100,000 men in the field, while 
her enemy could employ 300,000 soldiers, 
without counting reserves. On the water 
the situation would be fully as unequal. 
In such a contest Greece would inevitably 
be ground into powder. 

But it is unnecessary to speculate upon 
the probabilities of war. After thinking 
the matter over the Greck government an- 
nounces that it is willing to comply with 
the wishes of Europe, In effect this means 
that Greece will quietly allow Bulgaria to 
absorb 100,000 of fer inhabitants. She 
will also give up all hope of J controlling 
the peninsula. This may not be heroic, 
but it is sensible. It is inglorious, but it 
is better than fighting to the bitter end in 
a hopeless cause.

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THE DEMAND FOR SEED. 


Commissioner Henderson Says That the Ap- 
plications still Come tn With a Rush. 


It was the intention of Commissioner Hen- 
derson a few days ago not to order any more 
tobacco seed tor distribution this year. 

He had on hand a supply of nearly one 
thousand packages, and was of the impression 
that this would be enough*to supply the de- 
mand.

Yesterday, he had on his table 
nearly two hundred applications for tobacco 
seed, and thinks that the demand for them 
is likely to continue for several days yet. 

“Tl am completely surprised,” said the com- 
missioner yesterday, ‘atthe information con- 
tained in thése letters. In nearly every one of 
them the writers says that

isno new thing with them. Many of them 
state that they have cultivated tobacco suc- 
cessfully in other states, and believe that the 
product will do as well in Georgia as in Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina or Kentucky. From the 
information given in these letters and the 
familiarity with which they refer to the to- 
bacco industry in all its stages, it is easy to see 
that they know what they are talking abont. 
Every mail increases my belief that tobacco 
culture in Georgia will bring prosperity 
to many of our farmers’ who have 
failed to make cotton planting a success. I 
find also by these letters that a ° good many ot 
our native Georgians have had some exper! 
ence in this ne. and they too believe that to- 
bacco planting will prove a success in Geor- 
gia.” 

‘Is not the season getting 
the seed in the ground?” 

“Not at all, I . ave found out by making in- 
quiry that it will be safe to plant the seed as

THE ARMSTRONG TRIAL. 


The End of this Memorable Event Loeked 
for in a Few Days.

The defense then announced that 
it would close with the statement of Dr. Arm- 
stroug which would be made to the court in 
the afternoon. T he morning session was then 
adjourned. 
at the afternoous session Dr. Armstrong made 
astatement which was presented to the court 
in manuscript, which he read. In his state- 
ment he reviewed hislife for twenty years. 
His statement, it is said, was very clear and 
forcible, and created a favorable impression. 
Last night’s session was taken up with a cross 
examination of Dr. Armstrong. He was ex- 
amined for fully three hours and the questions 
asked hy the prosecution were very searching, 
His statement stood the test of the cross exam- 
ination without any material change. Today 
the prosecution will introduce testimony in 
rebuttal. It is. thought that the time 
of the court will be taken up in this way un- 
til 12 o'clock. When this testimony is all in 
the court will adjourn until Monday, so as_ to 
allow the ministers in attendance to return 
home and fill their respective pulpits ou 
Sunday. A decision in the case is looked for 
about the middle of next week.
